C. foꝛ B. And of her alſo J herde the 
ſame ſtoꝛy / although (as ſhe ſayd ) the 
was nat pꝛeſent. This ſayd gentylma 
Baryngton was a great ſwerer / and 
dyd cuſtomably vic great othcs : ſpeci⸗ 
ally by thc blodc of our loꝛde / 02 (as 
moꝛe comunely they were) by godes 
blode.

whiche thyng he ſayd on his conſcicuce 
he dyd ſt hym ſelte and was there pſent 
with great multytude of other people 
thouſandes. A certeyne man was ca!iz 
led to be ſwoꝛne in a greate mater by⸗ 
twenc two parties / whiche ſaid parties 
dyd put the mater Hooly vnto the deter 
minacion of his othe / and met both at 
a certcyne plate where was a crucifire: 


a boly rode that dyde many myzactes / 


whervpon he ſhulde ſwerc / and ſo dyde 
in the ſyght and heryng of a great mul 
tytude ot people gathered on both par 
tyes. And his othe gyuẽ / he lapde both 
his handes vpon the fete of the rode / 
and ware falſe and contrary vnto his 
conſcyence/and ſo was dampnably i02- 
ſwoꝛuc / whiche thyng god wolde haut 
knowen , Foz whan he wolde hauc ta⸗ 
ken his handes away to departc / both 
the handes cleued and ſtycked faſt vnto 
the fete of the rode / as though they had 
ben glued oꝛ faſtened with nayles ther⸗ 
bu o. And than he wolde with violence 
haue pulled them of: and than with 
ſteryng and haſty mouyng to and fro / 
the teppe whervpon he ſtode: lypped 
and voyded from hym. And than han- 
ged he ſtyll by his hades / and ſo remap 
ned hangyng ſtyll cotynually the ſpace 
of thꝛe daycs / and meruaplous moche 
people came thyther to ſe andloke vp 
hym / of the whiche many bene yet ly⸗ 
uyng.
